This s tbe way the New York Times' corres-
pondent descripes 1ti—

I'vousnnds ol people now began to toil ap the
stecp hill# on eithir eide ot the Captiol, rang-
ing themselyves lnside the ratlings of the park
which contains that colossul abortion of a
rtatoe of Wushington, with the motio—the
only good thing about it—"First in war, tret
in peace, and pret in Lthe hearws of his coantry-
men The Lhroug surged nway on oue side down
New Jersoy avenveleading to yard 1hose risiog
bills which ket the Potomae, and on the o'ber
seattering over atl that vacaut space towuras
the rallway depot, They masced theme«elves in
solid ranks throvgh the park, covering house-
tops, Blling windows, loaming down trees,
rllm'hlug lamp posts, placing aud perching
themeelves in every pluoe and on every point
and.eminence where o view could be obimmed,
At 11 o'clock at least ten thonssnd people were
gathered in front of the Capitol,

At 11 66 o'clock, arousd on the crest of the
bil, at the north side of the Capitol, there 1a &
rush of people, and presenily a ringiog cheer,
and then a clattering of horses' hools and a
shimmer of uniforms, and presently sounds of
music and calling ot bugles. President Grant

bas arrived oo the plateau in front ot the
Capitol, preceded y & cavalry esoorl,
his hut is in  his hand, aod he bows
neain  supd  apain hls  ackpnowledgments
to the cheericg thousands. Rawlins,
known the carliest aad beloved the

most, Is Lis attenasnt and companion, The car
rigge drives aslong the whole leugth of the
bullding to the beuate side, by which the Gene-
ral entered. In a few mikures the head of the
processlon comes along and the excilement
commences, In they pour, with musle aund
bauners and brilllant showy nolforms. All sec-
tions and almost ull races are reprecented there.
Colored companies of Zouaves march in and
take up position near French Zouuves, flanked
on ope side by green bannpers, beneath which
are marshalled Irish Republicans, few indeed
in namber, The maeses of citizens become
denser and denser, Half & dozen bands of
brass are filling the air with martixl and tri.

The New President Sworn In,

Thescme of the excitement I8 reacHed at
about seventeen minutes after 12; the main
donrs of the Capitol building are thrown open,
and the procession marches out on the plat-
form in the order in whichh it leit the Senate
Chawber. Senator Cragin escorts the President.
eleet down 10 Lhe seat assigned bim at the ex-
treme front of the platform, whick is soon filled

to overflowing. The groups of statu-
ary—representing on  the ome  elde  the
age of barbarism and its  first

contact with civilization, embodied by the
sonlptor in the ideal of an Indian arrested by the
hand of a hunter as he ratses the knile to siay
an Indisn woman—and on the other the aee of
di:covery and science, Columbus holding in
napd erect s glove, 1y pimu of the earih’s rotun-
dity—were iaken posscs-ion ol by dozens
anxious not to miss & single incident in the
birtoric ecen ¢ beneath them.

General Grant repeated the words, and at
their conclusron kissed the Gospels, T senty-
one pups thunder out to the city and toe coun-
try lint the administration of Andre & Jokuson
bas pussed away, snd that tbe relgn ol Graut
and loyalty, and trath and patriotism, has
begup, The bugles break forih in trinmphaut
anthems. Thousand: of throats jom in the
acclaim, while the President sits quietly on the
platiorm waiting the end of the salate, Culef
Justice Cnare appeared very nervous, He
fumbled with the paper on whicn the oath of
office was written, and bhe was {ar more esabur-
rassed thap President Grant.
